RESULTS OF THE SIMON 
‘lL Fraser student strike vote indi- 
cate that the serious students have 
at last come out of the classrooms 
and the library to register their pro- 
test against the protesters. Voting 
by more than two-to-one against a 
proposed voluntary boycott of 
classes to support the demands of a 
small extremist group, the student 
majority ‘has brought a new perspec- 
tive into the chaotic panorama of 
the Simon Fraser scene. 

The implication is that the stu- 
dents prefer to attend classes, write 
examinations and win credits toward 
a degree, The result is hardly sur- 
prising when it issremembered that 
many students spend months earn- 
~ ing enough money for living and tui- 
tion expenses, in addition to their 
months of'studying. They are hard- 
ly likely to throw it all away in 
order to register support for a mili- 
tant group on campus whose ob- 
jectives lie far beyond those of 
moderate students who see defects 
in the university system but do not 
see destruction as the means by 
which t6 remedy them. 

The Simon Fraser vote follows a 
somewhat similar expression of stu- 
dent opfhion at Gordon Head, where 
a sizable.body of undergraduates re- 
fused to endorse their council’s ag- 
gressive stand on the Simon Fraser 
situation, But these movements 
should by no means be interpreted 
by university authorities as an invi- 
tation te resume complacency. The 
Simon Fraser vote, on the contrary, 
should spur both the provincial gov- 
ernment and the university gover- 
nors and senate to a thorough re- 
view of conditions which have kept 
the institution in a turmoil almost 


ATIFICATION BY BRITAIN 
has moved the nuclear non-, 
proliferation treaty one step closer 
to realization, but United States 
recalcitrance continues to leave its 
future in doubt. The treaty was 
shelved by the U.S, Senate before 
the November 5 elections because a 
majority of senators argued that 
the Czechoslovakian affair made its 
passage inopportune. 
President - elect Richard . Nixon 
was also urging that ratification be 
delayed, and this has caused further 
uncertainty about American inten- 
tions.. President. Johnson pushed 
hard for the treaty and now is con- 
sidering calling a special session of 
Congress before Mr. Nixon’s inaug- 
uration in January in order to hold 
a vote. He would be taking the risk, 
however, that if the Senate’s mood 
were unchanged and it voted down 
the pact, then the agreement might 

never be retrieved. fet 
If this should happen, everyone 
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since its opening day. -Many aspects 
of the structure and procedures of 
the university call for correction.

And 
Simon Fraser’s avowed intention of 
opening new avenues and breaking 
with many established academic 
methods attracted a ‘number of stu- 
dents whose outlook was even more 
extreme and whose interests soon 
became primarily involved in the 
power politics of the campus rather 
than in the courses of study. 


Obviously there were defects and 
weaknesses in the system on Burn- 
aby Mountain. That much should 
be clear to the authorities and the 
government. The level-headed ma- 
jority of the students who voted this 
week to maintain the operation of 
the university should not be be- 
trayed. Their trust that reforms 
can be instituted without a confron- 
tation in force and a disruption of 
taken of advantage of.

Opportunities for a U.S.-Soviect Summit Meeting 


OVIET-AMERICAN summit meet- 
ings should take place, ideally, at 
times of extreme danger or of especially 
Promising detente. It is at these opposite 
ends of the tension- 
spectrum that best 
results traditionally 
are achieved im deal- 
ing with the Rus- 
sians. The present 
moment in history — 
a time of moderate 
East-West hostility — 
would not normally 
qualify as opportune.

well, is in a period of personnel 
transition, and the textbook disadvan- 
tages are immense. 
But it could just be that President 
Johnson will get away with tearing up 
the rule book. 


Good Basis for Talks 


There is, at the moment, a remark. 
ably wide area in which Soviet and 
American interésts either coincide or run 
for a certain distance-in parallel courses, 
There is, in short, a good basis for 
discussion, 

For example: 

Strategic arms limitation: Both Mos- 
cow and Washington have an interest in 
forestalling a tormidably expensive and 
quite possibly futile new escalation of the 
missile race. 

“If either party takes the first step 
down this road, the other’s decision will 
have been pre-empted; there will be no 
safe option. except to follow. It is, 
therefore, urgent to agree in time. 

It is conceivable that both sides could 
wait until next January or February, 
when the Nixon administration can get 
around to the matter. But the risk in 


waiting would be great. 

The arms race rarely marks time 
while politicians ponder. Technology 
never does, And from Moscow’s point of 
view, even if technological developments 
did not foreclose a negotiation, there 
would be no assurance that Nixon would 
wish to negotiate. ‘The temptation to 
move ahead with a missile program 
would be immense, 

Now, therefore, is an excellent time 
to go to the stimmit and agree in 
Principle to seek a negotiated accord. 
Nixon has promised to carry forward 
any such agreement. 

American disengagement from Viet- 
nam: There is much evidence that both 
superpowers feel they would benefit 
from a withdrawal of American and 
North Vietnamese forces from. South 
Vietnam. = 

If Johnson and the Soviet leaders 
were, in addition, to agree on a cease- 
fire appeal, a very long and very 


welcome first step in the direction of 
disengagement would have been taken, 

Russia’s role in helping moderate the 
Vietnam conflict has not been particu- 
larly visible in recent weeks. For it to

UROPE is in something of a daze 
after the financial convulsion which 
culminated in the Draconian British and 
French austerity measures of recent 
days, Inter-European 
financial forces tend- 
‘ing toward an altera- 
tion in currency val- 
ues led the three 
major governments 
to tighten their grip 
on their respective 
currencies, subordi- 
nating all other con- 
siderations to the 
maintenance of cur- 
rent values. 

The Germans have firmly set their 
face against pressures for upvaluing of 
the mark, though this has exacerbated 
strains on the French franc and the 
British pound. General de Gaulle has 
refused to acquiesce in the devaluation 
of the.frane, preferring to try to counter 
pressures on him with an austere 
defensive program designed to close off 
the sources of instability. - 

Unsettled by the general confusion, 
the British government has sought to 
re-insure the recently devalued pound 
against further pressure by yet another 
addition to the already formidable array 
of defences with which sterling has been 
hedged around. ~

Nature Rambles

Go for a hike around Thetis Lake, It 
can-prove very interesting at this season. 

As you start along the lower lake 
trail, there are two very fine yew trees 
that are straight and tall, They have 
very few lower branches, for they are 
reaching for the sun and have to 
compete against the firs. 

Close by the Indian plum is already 
showing the bright green buds for the 
new season. Look around on the lake 
side and you can see'the new buds of the 
salmon berry, These new buds take on a 
whitish tinge as they grow out from the 
somewhat crooked stems. Do you know 
that the new shoots of this shrub are 
edible? As they grow older they are 
armed with short, sharp prickles. Often 
the. delicate pink flowers will appear 
before the leaf. 

I do not think that there is a better 
Place to sea the polypody ferns than 
around: this trail. They are in large 
banks and some of the fronds are over a 
foot in length. They hang like beautiful 
tapestry curtains on the rock faces and 
from mossy banks and from the higher 
limbs of trees, 

Look on the baek of the fronds and 
see the sori that are a bright yellow in 
eolor. Note how the fronds are slightly 
serrate. The roots of this plant are edible 


though it is not advisable to eat too 
many, They have a rather bitter licorice 
flavor. This fern is particularly a winter 
fern and likes the damp’ moist air. 

As you go up the trail where the rock 

are in the sunlight, look among 
the mosses and lichen. -You will find the- 
dark green carrot-like.leaves of the 
spring gold, one of our éarliest flowers to 
bloom. Sometimes-this flower will show 
blossoms in early January. 

As you walk along the higher ridge, 
look across the lake. It is a darkish blue 
color that reflects like a mirror and one 
can see the reflection of the trees and 
rock faces blending. 

Perhaps there will be flocks of sea 
gulls grouped together in one spot. 
There possibly may be some minute fish 
or other food there. There are often a 
few pond ducks close by the island. They 
seem to be quite content to swim lazily 
in large circles. 

As you cross over the culvert at the 
top end of the lake you will notice 
cattails growing there how. The old 
stems of last year’s growth are drab and 
bedraggled. Look closely under the water 
there. The tiny new shoots are beginning 
to appear,. The green living world never 
stops.

Internally, France will be caught in 
the vice to which Britain has become 
accustomed, domestic production and 
consumption being squeezed in the 
interests of minimizing imports and 
maximizing exports, until there is a 
sufficient net inflow of money from 
abroad to provide secure backing for the 
currency, 

The British austerity measures, which 
include indirect tax increases 
restrictions, represent a.further tighten- 
ing of the vice. They were taken because 
of disturbing signs that internal con- 
sumption, and consequently imports, 
exceeded calculations made following 
devaluation and were becoming a threat 
to the stabilization of the currency. 

The French enter the vice with credit 
restrictions backed up by wage re- 
straints and cutbacks in government 
spending on the British pattern, though 
possibly even more severe.. Reduced 
demand for foreign goods will exacer- 


bate the trade problems created by the 


various protectionist devices.

The Nut Behind the Wheel ===

When the competent and courteous gentle- 
“men at the government testing station had run 

my venerable car through ans oie aa drills 
and it had emerged with : 
flying colors and no ap | 
- parent, dangerous faults, I 
offered a slightly “unkind 
comment to the man who 
took my money for this 
compulsory examination. 

“I eam,” I told him, 
“now paying a penalty of a 
dollar and a half and 40 
minutes of my time to 
prove that I keep my car 
in good shape." 

He accepted by chuntering with good grace. 
“But,” he said, ‘‘think of the tion we are 
giving you by removing™trom the road so 
many of the defective cars which, in effect, 
areaccidents just looking for a place to 
happen, They could slam into you on the 
highway and you'd be in the hospital. The 
driver of the mobile wrecks would probably 
have no money to provide compensation.” 

He told me of some of the people whose 
ears had been declared defective. “They get 
out of the driver’s seat shouting, kick the 
fenders and go away mad,”’ he said. 

For my part, I pointed out to him that in 
this instance, as in so many more, including 
tate setting for insurance premiums, the 
responsible person pays the penalty for the 
frresponsible. He was inclined to agree. 


* * * 


Since then I have .tried to find out how 
many accidents are ascribed’ to mechanical 
defects in cars and-how many to human error. 
No one I could réach came up with any 
authentic figurés—and for good reason. When 
@ wreck occurs, how can you prove that some 
feature-of the car was faulty before it became 
a twisted mass of metal, with all sorts of 
broken parts? 

However, from a person of experience in 
such matters, I received the opinion that 


mechanical failure could account for about 3” 


per cent of all accidents, unsatisfactory 
highway conditions for another 2 per cent and 
maybe the other 95 per cent could be 
attributed .to error on ‘the driver’s part. My 
Informant emphasized the fact that his figures 
were surmise—he thought reasonable surmise 
but he couldn't give me detailed statistics. 

He served to buttress my own belief in the 
old, old saying that the most important factor 
in the operation of a car was the nut behind 
the wheel. If that nut is irresponsible, has a 
heavy foot and is always ready to take a 
thance, he can pile up an impressive record of 


wecidents in @ new car without any apparent 
mechanical defects. 

As I drove away from the testing station 
I was converting the $1.50 examination fee into 
meaningful terms—that’s three packages of 
cigarettes which I should stop smoking, or half 
the price ofthe Sunday roast, and I’m eating 
too much. I began to think a little more 
seriously of drivers who persist in riding 
around in defective cars knowing they are 
defective. And I came to the conclusion that 
the defects in such drivers were infinitely 
more dangerous than the defects in their cars. 
4 x ok * 

You can lift such a driver from behind the 
wheel and tell him that his jalopy is a menace 
to life and-limb on the road. So he can kick the 
fender, go away mad and get himself another 
car. The rolling stock he acquires may be 
mechanically excellent. But when he becomes 
the nut behind the wheel, with a carefree 
attitude to safety. for himself and for others, 
the car assumes what a former B.C. Supreme _ 
Court judge used to call the character of 
a lethal instrument. 

I was impressed by another matter as I 
drove away. My car has a clean bill of health 
until June. Fine. The last time I took a 
physical check-up I was given 4 clean bill of 
health too, But I could rise from the chair 
where I am typing now and drop in a-heap 
before I took two steps if one of the several 
imponderables occurred. 


What happens if my car has the mechanical 


equivalent of a heart attack on my way home 
from the office? Will the approved sticker in 
the lower right-hand corner of my windshield 
cure the problem? 

My ponderings aren't very reassuring. They 
tend, also, to take my mind off the fairly 
critical business of driving. 'Twould be better 
if I left the ruminations. for the time I'm 
sitting in an easy chair, safe at home. 

In the meantime in follow my regular 
practice of driving scared.

A Jong time ago a man of some experience 
with cars advised me to consider everyone else 
on the road as a potential nut, an idiot without 
a thought to safety, and to drive with extra 
caution with that in mind. 

“Then,” he said, ‘‘consider the possibility 
that you're a little nutty too, and dzive twice 
as carefully.” 

It’s an Unfriendly way to look at fellow 
motorists; but it can avert some unpleasant 
surprisés. And it’s probably the best known 
way’ to avoid difficulty’ with the nut behind the 
wheel, which no -mechanical test under 
government auspices can handle half so well.

Hong Kong Flu Got Boost 
From Bug-Packing Doctors 


By MAX WILDE 


GENEVA + Most parts of the world face another Asian 
flu epidemic in the coming months and, although inadvert- 
ently, doctors have helped to spread the virus. 

The new influenza virus came to light in Hong Kong 
where it caused an epidemic of about half a million cases late 
in July. In mid-August, Singapore was attacked and, by the 
end of the month, outbreaks had begun in Taiwan, Malaysia; 
South Vietnam and the Philippines. 

In September, the .infection reached Madras, Bombay, 
Thailand and the Northern Territory of Australia. Ships from 
Hong Kong or Vietnam carried the virus to Japan and even 
to tthe west coast of the United States. 

Then in mid-September, the International ‘Congresses of 
Tropical Medicine and Malaria attracted several thousand 
doctors to Teheran. Some of these came from areas infected 
by the new flu virus and about 30 per cent of the doctors at 
the congresses caught it. It then spread first to the 
inhabitants of Teheran itself and then to other parts of Iran. 

Influenza is unique among: diseases because of its 
capacity to spread at great speed throughout the world in the 
form of pandemics. 

It is expected that it will reach the Northern Hemisphere 
in full force between now and April, and the Southern 
Hemisphere in its later winter season. 

Fortunately, the present form of influenza is fairly mild, 

g to Dr. Charles Cockburn, senior Virology Expert 
of the World Health Organization in Geneva. 


* * * 


These influenza pandemics, Dr. Cockburn said, occur 
about every 10 years. For reasons as yet unknown, a new 
type of virus emerges at these intervals, overcoming the 
immunity persons have acquired in attacks by earlier types 
of virus. There was a pandemic in 1947 and again in 1957. 
-!This year’s virus, already named the Hong Kong Virus, 
Dr. Cockburn explained, is not entirely different from the A2 
virus that emerged in 1957, but sufficiently so to infect large 
proportions of people exposed to it. 

As soon as the Hong Kong outbreak was reported fn mid- 
July, and the new virus isolated by Dr. W. Chang, virologist 
in-charge of the WHO National Influenza Centre there, the 
WHO emergency plan went into 6peration.

Tt is unlikely that a collec-

33a create such a sensation 
“as his first book, The Kandy- 
Colored, Tangerine- Flake, 

_Streamline Baby. In The 
Pump House Gang he has 
collected 15 of his studies of 
various social phenomena. 
The. quality, admittedly, is 
patchy but ‘the total effect is 
extremely impréssive. 

The title essay is a study of 
a California surfing set and 
revolves around the question 
of status as do several of the 
other essays. In this social 
milieu only those under 25 are 

~ socially acceptable. Some of 
the clubs even refuse admis- 
sion to over-25s and demand 
identification at the door. 
Wolfe deseribes a situation 
where a girl is refused 
‘admission : 

‘Nothing in the world Is 
going to make a woman look 
stupider than to stand around 
trying to argue, ‘I’m younger 
than I look, I’m younger than I 
look!” So. she practically 
shrivels up like a Peruvian 
shrunken head in front of her 
boyfriend and be traundles her 
off, looking for some place 
you can get an old doll like 
this into.” 


Lacks Focus 


But the essay as a whole 
lacks focus and like many of 
the others in the book is too 
impressionistic to be very 
much more than entertaining 
journalism. 

Three of the essays, ‘The 
Life and Hard Times of a 
London Society. Girl,’’ “The 
Noonday Underground,"’ and 
“The Private Game” are set 
in contemporary London. 
Oddly enough Wolfe seems, in 
some respects, more at home 
in describing this scene than 
his native’ North American 
one. 

He catches some of the 
social nuances. of the English 
class system a good deal 
more closely than most con- 
temporary English writers 
and has a nearly infallible ear 
in pereeiving the subtle put- 
down implied by certain 
accents and speech patterns. 

Contemporary English 
writers have needed to present 


. these behavior patterns in 


situations where there is 
extreme disparity in class 
background, _ but Wolfie _ex- 
plores the much more inter- 
esting area where slight 
gradations of social status are 
betrayed by the merest word 
or gesture. 

The three essays on the 
modern British scene are 
however marred by an almost 
unconsciously puritanical tone. 
Tom Wolfe, like many other 
Americans seems to see Lon- 
don as basically degenerate. 

The stance that emerges is 
not that of the traditional 
puritan who declares that 
pleasure is Satanic but its 
modern counterpart, that of 
the puritanical swinger who 
implies rather languidly that 
the whole thing is really 
rather boring amd vacuous. 
The essays might come over 
moré strongly if, this stance 
were adopted consciously but 
it is never more than a 
dragging. undertow to his 
description of the contem- 
porary scene... 

The two longer essays of 
the collection are superb. 
Their focus is sharp and the 
writer's observations are 
made with a force that is 
lacking in some other parts of 
the book. The first, ‘King of 
the Status Dropouts” is a long 
description of Hugh Hefner's 
life im’ his 48-room Chicago 
house. Hefner, it seems, lives 
like a modern parody of a 
recluse, almost never stepping 
outside his own front door, 
nursed by a vast battery of 
electronic devices. 


Playboy. Fantasy? 


At first the description 
strikes one as a fantasy of 
how the editor of Playboy 
could be expected to live, but 
then ‘the realization dawns 
that the whole thing is a 
factual description, including 
Hefner's bragging about the 
Super-efficient system of life 
he has evolved : 

“This place is run like a 
hotel ought, to be run. It goes 
24 hours a day. ‘There’s a full 
kitchen staff 24 hours a day, a 
chef, am I wake up, I 
ean get anything I want. I've 
got a staff of 25 people here 
on a 24 hour schedule, I’ve got 
an Ampex engineer on the 
staff... E sent him to the 
Ampex school fn San Fran- 
cisco, He’s on 24-hour call.” 

The electronic equipment, 


the vast hi-fi, the “gleaming _ 


galaxy of speakers, tubes, 
rheenters, wheepers, flottoes 
and dials,” is like an absurd 
parody of-the Playboy life- 
style. 

There is even a television 
eamera with full videotaping 
equipment trained on the huge 
eircular bed. Wolfe asks -him 
why he has the camera in the 
bedroom : 


“ ‘Well,’ Hefner smiles, his 
cheekbones come out, his eyes 
turn on, ‘who knows when 
something very beautiful 
might happen in this bed- 
-room'’” 

The essay. on Marshall 
MeLuhan, ‘‘What If He Is 


Right?” gives us not only a 
very clear sense of McLuhan 
as an indiyidual but articu- 
lates the  half-recognized 
anxiety that one tends to feei 
about some of McLuhan’s 
prophesies about our-environ- 


ment, He - catches - almost 
perfectly the Delphic tone of 
McLuhan’s pronouncements. 


He tells how; in an attempt to 


place him in an alien environ- 
ment, Wolfe and his friends 
took McLuhan to a topless, 
and very nearly bottomless, 
restaurant in’ San Francisco. 

As it turned out, only 
McLuhan remained entirely 
cool about the situation : 

“Inside of thirty seconds 
McLuhan had simply ab- 
sorbed the whole 
chin down. 

“Well!” he said. 
interesting !”’ Bi 

“What's interesting, Mar- 
shall?’ 

“*They’re wearing us.’ He 
said it with a slight shrug as 
if nothing could be more 
obvious.’ 

“TI don’t. get it, Marshall!’ 

“We are their clothes,’ he 
said. ‘We become their en- 
vironment. We become exten- 
sions of their skin. They're 

; us’.”” 

One of the most interesting 
aspects of this essay is the 
comparison made between Mc- 
Luhan and Freud. Both found 
that their theories met only 
with ridicule at the outset. 

Both derive much of their 
theoretical material from 
literature, Freud using both 
literary terminology and 
examples, and McLuhan be- 
ginning his teaching career, 
“in one of the most exquis- 
itel? squalid hells known to 
middle-class man: freshman 
English at a Midwestern 
university.” 

Wolfe suspects that just as 
Freud developed his generali- 
zations about the -nuclear 
family partly from his own 
family situation, so McLahan 
has developed his theories 
based on the pervuasiveness of 
communications media from 
his—own teen-age children 
constantly disturbing his study 
with the blaring of radio, 
television, records and = the 
telephone. 

Although the formation of 
the theories of both may well 
have evolved from such arbi- 
trary influences both are 
highly disturbing as prophets 
of _their.age..Just as Freud 
“savaged and very nearly 
exterminated traditional 
Philosophy,” McLuhan - “has 
been the savager of the 
literary inteHectuals, He has 
made the most infuriating 
announcement of all: You are 
irrelevant." 


Just Suppose 


Whether or not one counts 
oneself in the category of 
those being savaged, like Tom 
Wolfe, we all have the recur- 
ring ‘anxiety, “What if he is 
right?” 

Each essay in this collection 
has as a_ frontispiece a 
drawing by the author. Some 
of these are as pertinent to 
the subject matter as the 
essays themselves. One of the 
cruelest is a drawing of Hugh 
Hefner lying in a foetal 
position on his enormous 
circular bed, clutching a 
Pepsi bottle, and obscenely 
plugged im to dozens of 
electronic devices. 

It would be rash to compare 
Tom Wolfe to the great 
graphic or literary satirists, 
but it will be interesting to 
see how much further he will 
develop in this direction. 
Perhaps, in a society that so 
often unconsciously parodies 
itself, the most that the 
satirist can do is what Wolfe 
already undertakes — simply 
to report its more extreme 
absurdities.

and its companion volume 
this year “Birds. of the 
Eastern Forest.” 


When they first met, young 


Lansdowne’s bird paintings 
were scarecely known outside 
of the Victoria area. Mr. 
Livingston, then executive 
director of the Audubon So- 
ciety of Canada, recognized 
the artist’s special talents and 


Lansdowne with painting 


arranged a showing of his 
work at the Royal Ontario 
Museum in Toronto. The 
much needed publicity helped 
jaunch Fenwick on his paint- 
ing career. Since that time 
exhibitions of his work have 
been given in a number of 
leading art galleries and 
museums and numerous paint- 
ings have been purchased by 
both institutions and  indi- 
viduals. 

A joint publication by these 
two talented persons was a 
natural outcome. Each is 
admirably suited to comple- 
ment the other. Lansdowne's 
flair for composing his subject 
in a pleasing natural 
with a ,.minimum of habitat 
and his great attention to 
minute detail results in a 
picture that satisfies both the 
beauty lover and the scientist, 
while Livingston’s chatty style 
is refreshingly informal and 
spiced with interesting per- 
sonal experiences. The com- 
bination of these special gifts 
in the form of pictures and 
words is eminently success- 
ful.

The latest work consists of 
an introduction in which the 
area covered is described 
by accounts and 
color plates of 52 birds typical 
of the eastern forest..All the 
species featured occur in 


eastem “North America, but 
fully two-thirds of them have 
a much wider over-all distri- 
bution. Thus some such as the 
pied-billed grebe, great blue 
heron, American bittern, 
sparrow hawk, mourning 
dove, and pileated wood- 
pecker, to mame a few, are 
found in the far west as weil, 
and some such as the barn 
owl, common gallinule, oom- 
mon tern and bank swallow 
also occur in the Old World. 
LINE DRAWINGS 

An interesting feature which 
adds much to the usefulness 
of the book is the series—of 
sketches, occasionally a single 
sketch, which precedes each 
account and color plate. The 
line drawings, apparently 
done from life, often show the 
bird in several characteristic 
postures which may be of help 
to the serious student wishing 
to learn field marks of yalue 
in identification, In any event 
they are a delightful bonus. 

Not. many years “ago bird 
watching was a hobby indulged 
in by people who wete thought 
to be slightly odd. Nowadays 
this -activity.is highly respect- 
able and, in fact, watching 
birds is one of the fastest 
growing outdoor pursuits in 
North America. The publica- 


tion of this superbook is a 


good indication of the status 
now attained by this hobby.

SUSPICIOUS SNIFF 

We see in the frontispiece 
the words “Canada Council” 
and we sniff suspiciously. 

We look further and are 
glad to find that again we are 
in David’s valley, and that in 
the first chapter, entitled 
“Seven Crows a Secret,” the 
speaker “I” is a ten-yearold 
farm boy. It is the first of

Brave Beaumont, the 
courageous pioneer who based 
his C20th Mass on! popular 
music of his day,’ brought 
down upon his head distress- 
ing accusations of sacrilege 
and blasphemy for his effort, 
but without his pilot) venture, 
the possibility of setting 
sacred services to contem- 
porary music might never 
have been opened up. 

For accompaniment to his 
mass Geoffrey Beaumont used 
the sound of a popular theatre 
organ. He brought unity to the 


setting by allowing beguine’ 


rhythms to dominate’ and by 
referring back several times 
to his version of Praise the 
Lord. 


Syncopation set in and by 
using triplets and running 
through corventional fine-erxi- 
ings, he made an honest 
attempt to set the lancient 
words to contemporary music. 

The Mass fails to have 
lasting value because it is 
written in a popular style 
which was already outdated 
before its publication im 1955, 

Those over 30 will recognize 
the songs of their youth while 
younger listeners think ft 
sounds like the sound track of 
an old movie. 

To add to its vintage style, 
the cantor’s part is sung in a 
marcel-waved voice and the 
echoing chorus came straight 
out of the sunset closing fade~ 
out_of an early Walt Disney 
Production, 


The lining device by which 
the cantor sings each section 
and“is echoed by the chorus jis 
of questionable value. 


Not only does ft suggest 
that the congregation is too

The greatest attribute of a 
successful gardener is ability 
to observe smal details, 

Most of us consider our- 
selves reasonably observant 
until we put our powers of 
observation to a testIt is then 
we realize the difference be- 
tween seeing and observing, 

For example, we’ can recog- 
nize an apple tree from a 
pear tree, but given a single 
leaf or blossom of each our 
identification is likely to be 
incorrect nine times out of 
ten. 

* * * 


We-can_name_a_plant -from 
its general characteristics 
when we see it growing in a 
garden, but we have never 
observed the details of a leaf 
or a flower sufficiently to 
recognize a small portion 
detached from the plant. 

This lack of observation of 
details applies: throughout our 
daily living. It is the reason 
we pick up the wrong product 
at the supermarket, or try to 
unlock the door of a car 
similar to our own in a 
parking lot. 


For a test of your ability, to. 


observe, try making @ draw- 
ing of your favorite plant, 
something you have grown for 
years. 

You will discover the vast 
amount of detail you have 
never noticed, shape of leaf, 
toothed or plain edges, -vein- 
ing, position of leaves and 
flowers on a stem; and so 
forth. 

More to the point for the 
home gardener is ‘ability to 
observe the slightest change

Texture of foliage when felt 
with. the fingers clearly con- 
veys condition of the plant’s 
State of health, while smell of 
compost or soil is a reliable 
guide to contents and genera!

Most quéstions related to 
gardening problems can be 
answered from observation. 

When you call a garden 
consultant, or. adviser, to 
diagnose your gardening prob- 
lems, have you ever paused to 
think about his method of 
determining cause from 
effect.

When he arrivés at your 
garden he has, in all proba- 
bility no idea of what you are 
growing, how you are growing 
it, nor the condition of the soil 
within the boundaries of your 
lot, it he may. pinpoint the 


trouble in ten minutes or less. 


How? By. observation of 
details —- observation through 
seeing, feeling, and smelling. 

There is no doubt-in my 
mind that the first attribute 
of successful gardening is the 
ability to observe, and that is 
something in which we each 
must_train ourselves. 

Observation answers such 
questions as: How do I know 
when cuttings have rooted? 


How often should I water, and 
how. much? When should I 
feed and what fertilizer to 
use? What is eating the leaves 
of my rhododendron? 

Observation not only pre- 
vents serious trouble by fore- 
arming the gardener, it. also 
makes gardening amore 
interesting hobby_+y-increas~ 
ing the gardener’s- knowledge 
of the different plants he 
grows. 

When we start recording 
mentally the tiny differences 
in a group of plants grown 
from seed, or the minute 


‘variations in blossoms from 


different varieties of applies 
or different species or orna- 
mental plants within-a given 
genus, gardening becomes 
more than fun, it becomes & 
fascinating pastime.

When we wander happily 
through wild land and con- 
sciously record the kind of 
plants that grow together in a 
community and the kinds that 
never appear in some com- 
munities of plants, we in- 
crease our ability to succeed 
with cultivated plants. 

When we observe that wild 
climbing plants always root 
beneath some protective vege- 
tation, then scramble high for 
light and air, we have an 
answer to our failures with 
wall climbers planted without 
companion plants to provide 
root protection. 

Observation of details by 
seeing, feeling, and smelling, 
is not only the key to 
suecessful gardening, it is also 
the key to happy relaxation 
when gardening and to an 
absorbing and —fascinating 
hobby that had previously 
been drudgery and frustra- 
tion. 

Spend every moment you 
can spare observing details of 
your plants, feeling texture, 
smelling their aroma (for 
aroma changes as plants 
deteriorate), and mentally 
recording your observations 
for future reference. 

Such moments could well 
prove the most profitable of 
any time spent in the 
garden.

Salaries paid by the host 
countries are sometimes not 
sufficient to enable volunteers 
to live comfortably. 


Volunteers’ usefulness 
doesn’t end when they come 
back to Canada, said Mr.

Students

OTTAWA (CP) Shock 
waves of nuclear weapons are 
shaking the fabric of western) 
society — the younger genera- 
tion is stearing ‘clear of careers 
in the sciences that led to their 
discovery. 

Something like that is- occur- 
ing also in engineering, possibly) 
as a reaction against the 
technology that produced tele- 
vision. | 
These views were placed| 
before the Senate science policy 
committee Thuesday by Dr. O. 
M. Solandt, chairman of the 
Science Council of Canada, and 
Dr. P. D. McTaggart-Cowan, 
the council’s executive director. 
Senator Andrew Thompson (L- 
Ontario) said he suspects that 
on moral grounds youngsters 
with really able minds aren’t 
going into the natural sciences. 
Dr. Solandt said there is no 
doubt that this is a tendency in 
Britain and the United States, 
and to a lesser extent in 
Canada. The shift was toward 
biology and other ‘‘life sciences.” 


PATTERN DEFINITE 


Dr. McTaggart-Cowan said 
the percentage of students 
entering physics and chemistry 
is dropping while for those 
aiming for the life sciences it is 
growing rapidly. Engineering, 
after a period of declining 
growth in enrolments, had 
levelled off and probably would 
turn upward. 

Studies showed that there 
were two reasons. One was that 
in high school, physics and 
chemistry were looked on as 
“tough” subjects. 

“And students seems to feel 
the life sciences are 
constructive while physics and 
chemistry are non- 
constructive.” 

Dr. Solandt said a ‘‘curious 
sidelight” has been an upsurge 
in student interest ~in~ mathe- 
matics, possibly..as a result of 
the development of computer 
sciences. 

He said the major swing in 
enrolments has been towards 
social sciences such as political 
science, sociology and anthro- 
pology and the life sciences like 
biology and medicine. Philoso- 
phy and history were “extra- 
ordinarily poorly represented” 
in student enrolments.

When University of B.C. president Dr. Kenneth Hare 
this week anriounced he was launching a province-wide 
publicity campaign to make the public realize his 
campus alone needs up to $100 millibn worth of new 
buildings to cope with: its enrolment by 1973, he was 
expressing dissent with the status quo in this province— 


just as much as the 114 Simon Frasr University students 
who were arrested for their sit-in this week.

' The students may lose their degrees and Dr. Hare 
may lose his job for the protests, but that won’t solve 
~the problems. 

The ironic aspect-of the “activism” among both the 
front-office and classroom crowd is that far from being 
anti-establishment they are vehemently demanding more 
establishment as their due — more buildings, more 
teachers, 
ordination of the. university system to enable it to handle 
rationally the deluge of students. 

Both. sides of the campus are even more bitter than 
the school trustees and hospital boards throughout the 
province — all of whom have a common belief that they 
were sold down the governinent's two-river policy. 

The universities’ extra measure of rancor stems from 
the fact that UBC's former president, Dr. John 
Macdonald, clearly warned the government in 1962 of 
what was coming. 

Re-reading his famous 1962 survey of the province's 
needs in higher education, the native causes of campus 
unrest in this province become obvious. 

cade.» Maedonald-predieted., that in 10 years, by 1971-72 
theré~,would be at least 33,000 students demanding 
admission to university level and that it would require an 
expenditure — based on 1961 cost projections — of at 
least $200 million during that period to build classrooms

Dr. Macdonald said the province could support this 
program because its expanding population would not only 
produce the flood of students but also the financial re- 

* sources for educating them, 

By 1972, he estimated, the load could be spread over 
a population of two million—but Premier Bennett an- 
nounced last year.B.C. had. reached. that.size. already so 
the tax resources of the province have been growing even 
faster than student enrolment. 

iMr, Bennett predicts his tax coffers will fill up with 
—mote than $1 billion next year. 

Currently, full-year enrolment in B.C.’s universities 
has already passed the 32,000 mark, but barely more than 
$75 million has been provided for capital purposes — 
including the $21 million put up by public subscription in 
the tri-university campaign. 

During the same period, the government has 
undertaken a $1 billion*program of power development on 
the- Peace and Columbia Rivers with concomitant 
extensions of the Pacific Great Eastern Railway.

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CAMPUS CRISIS: Born in Resources to Riches’ Drive 


Simon Fraser: Hilltop Monument to a Government. 


The ratio of $1 billion for\raw resources and $53.4 
million for universities since 1962 appears to reflect the 
government's priorities, 

Adding further bitterness on campus is the knowledge 
that the $125 million shortfall in university construction 
could be made up instantly from Premier Bennett's 
budget surplus and still leave a $50 million nest egg. 


But probably the hardest thing for universities to 
swallow in the past few years has been the premier’s 
claims of willingness to spend another $1 billion before 
the Macdonald decade is over for such items. as 
developing the Liard River, paving the Alaska highway 
and extending the PGE clear to Whitehorse, 


* 


It isn't the imbalance in willingness to invest so 
heavily in raw resources to the detriment of human 
resources that outrages the academics so much, as the 
belief that priorities tragically have been turned upside 
down. 

Dr. Macdonald’s report warned ——and- he cited the 
rapid industrial growth of the United States and Russia — 
that B.C. will remain a province of hewers of wood and 
drawers of water unless it upgrades the educational level 
of its population, particularly in the post-secondary 
school area. ; 

“Though we are ble&sed with a host of physical 
attributes for a healthy economy, the key to competition 
and growth is the condition of the human resources,’’ he 
wrote. 3 

“Do we have the vision, imagination, determination 
and courage to plot an educational course which will 
ensure our position in the front ranks? 

“Or are we-so submerged by our present: creature 
comforts, our past successes and our confidence in the 
endless bounty of the land in which we live, that we 
pursue blindly a comfortable course that will lead us to 
ultimate failure?” 

But. those words — in effect, educate yourself before 
you go north -= fell on deaf ears of both the old and the 
young men in the cabinet, and last year Dr. Macdonald 
left the province in despair. 

Why?

His report had advocated four public degree-granting 
institutions backed up by six two-year regional colleges. 
At this time there are three public universities, and only 
two colleges in operation. 


His report adyocated an autonomous academic board 
to ensure maintenance of high standards in the 
universities where B;C.-parents send their children and to 
ensure that there was co-ordination among them on such 
things as course credits when transferring. 


On the eve of departure he gave one final and blunt 
warning that if the government didn’t change its attitude 
drastically towards higher education for British Colum- 
bians it would be betraying its own’ citizens.- 


There was little change and within a year the presi- 
dents of the other two universities also became victims 
in thé continuing “cold war’ between cabinet and campus, 


and another president might have become a casualty this 
week, 


Despite an academic board, the govermnent has 
failed to promote co-ordination, to the extent that its 
Mmost-prized university — Simon Fraser — has been 
wracked with unrest caused by a loss of Canadian 
accreditation last year\over its poor standards, and this 
week’s arrest of students.who were protesting the fact 
they can’t get credit in many cases when transferring 
within the province’s own university system.

Probably the key recommendation in Dr. Macdonald’s 
report was the one urging establishment of a grants 
commission which, working closely with the cabinet, * 
would ensure that the universities received equitable 
financial help and that there was neither financial over- 
feeding nor — equally important — starvation of the 
universities. 

“It is wasteful of the time of government and 
inefficient administrative practice to establish a system 
whereby cabinet ministers are required fo analyze, 
appraise and adjudicate submissions from institutions 
that vary in size, complexity and stage.of development," 
he warned. 

“Such a situation of separate representation 
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contributes to an unnecessary atmosphere of uncertainty 
and instability with respect to the annual budget of each 
institution; and’ it hinders Grastically the effectiveness 
and conviction with which each may plan for the future," 
the Macdonad report stated. i

control of the province’s purse strings, refused even to 
create a board which would have had only the power of 
looking at. financial priorities for_the universities and 
recommending its views to cabinet.

While. government. grants to the universities have 
fallen far short_of those given to the crown corporatiens,; 
even splitting the modest pie among the campu: has 
resulted in bickering, as predicted by Dr, Macdonald; in 
the absence of a grants commission to adjudicate 
impartially, 

Repeatedly, UBC and Uvic have felt they were 
penalized to pour more money into the single new 
university created as a result of Dr. Macdonald’s report. 

It. must be remembered, that where he urged 
creation. of two more four-year institutions and several 
regional colleges — the government has taken pride in a 
record of building an exotic, almost monumental, campus 
on Burnaby Hill and has poured its publicity efforts into 
making all B.C. citizens proud of this institution, 

Since SFU sprang into being in 1964, the government 
has given it $20 million for buildings — while UBC 
received $19.1. million in provincial capital grants and 
Uvic received only $5.7 million. . 

But what has been the result of building a hilltop 
Monument instead of creating a university system 
responsive and capable of meeting the needs of a young 
population that doesn't want to hew wood and draw 
water, no matter how much those activities might enrich 
government coffers? ‘ 

There is an indication that enrolment in SFU is not 
keeping up with projections — while enrolment at UBC 
and Uvie leaps in giant bounds ahead of projections. 

Yet government channels continue pumping propor- 
tionately more into the favored campus, even in the face 
of the very question of whether it will be attended by 


any students at all, 


No wonder that Dr. Hare, in his first full year as 
Successor to Dr. Macdonald, has decided he too must 
protest. Despite the current situation Education Mini- 
ster Donald Brothers, who inherited the chaos, says the 
use of the word “crisis” is a bit much. 

His predecessor, Leslie Peterson, now  attorney- 
general, indicated only last spring during the legislative 
session that he thought a “‘crisis” was ing, so he set 
up a special committee headed by Dr. G. Neil Perry, 
deputy education minister, to review the whole order of 
finances and priorites in the public universities, 

That. review, he said, was to eliminate the 
“overlapping and over-competition” among universities 
—-the very problem predicted by Dr. Macdonald if his 
grants commission proposal was rejected — which were 
misbehaving despite the government placing some of its 
key men in board positions.

The Lees were one of the 
firs—to—apply under the_new 
regulations, in the hope that 
Dr. Lee's young brother might 
share Zhe way gf life which 
cause both of them to 
renounce their former na- 
tionality to become Cana- 
dians. 

Emily Lee is from a fourth- 
generation Hong Kong family. 
Her husband and _ brother-in- 
law hail from the village of 
Kiyoung.

Men Entering 
Home Ecs 


GUELPH, Ont. (CP) — Dr. 
Margaret MgCready believes 
there is a place for men in 
the field of home economics. 

“The old idea that home 
economics is only for women 
is gone,’ says the retiring 
dean of the University of 
Guelph's Macdonald Institute, 
and she points out that in the 
United ‘States a large number 
of men have already entered 
the field. 

To keep pace with the 
expanded scope of home eco- 
nomics, she says, a hotel and 
food management school will 
be established at Guelph next 
year and the name of the 
course will be changed to 
family and consumer study. 

Curiously enough, Dr. Mc- 
Cready’s decision -to enter 
home economics came on the 
spur of the moment while she 
was trying to decide what to 
study. 

She said she visited the 
university, passed a _ class- 
room where home economics 
was being discussed and ‘was 
so intrigued over what the 
woman was saying concerning 
the field that I registered then 
and there.” 

Dr. McCready'’s career in 
home economics included a 
term as president of the 
Canadian Economics Council 
and Chairman of the Canadian 
Hunger Foundation.

‘GOOD SAMARITAN’ 

During ‘the last two days, 
Pui Him knocked at many 
doors, trying to get food to 
ease his hunger. Most turned 
him away but his eyes warm 
with gratitude. when he tells of 
one man who took him in, fed 
him and gave him clothes. 

Even when he reached the 
border at Sha Tao Kok, Pui 
Him still felt the fear of the 
hunted. Of the 11 in his party, 
eight were. caught, arrested 
and sent back. 

Through Emily Lee, I asked 
Pui Him why, at 25, he has 
only a Grade 9 education. I 
had thought the Communists 
were avid in their search to 
provide higher learning for 
the Chinese people. 

They are... but only to 
members of the preferred 
society. Pui Him’s parents 
were land-owners and no 
children of land-owners are 
permitted to advance their 
studies beyond a certain level. 

“But,” I asked, » ‘surely 
their land was taken away 
from them? This would make 
them, and you, equal.’’ 

Despondently Pui Him re- 
plied that it made’ no dif- 
ferece, 

I hesitated to ask my: next 
question. But having séen 
many news releases’ that 
appeared to prove that Pui 
Him's generation had  ac- 
cepted Communism with open 
arms, I enquired why he had 
never embraced the ways and 
principles of the Party. 


NOT HIS KIND 


The interpreted answer was 
that the Communists were not 
the kind of people he could 
respect. It also went against 
his in-born respect for the 
aged to see teen-agers ruling 
their elders. 

Elaborating, his sister-in- 
law explained that many of 
Pui Him’s generation who had 
been able to enjoy privileges 
and carve careers under the 
new regime were now in 
-mental revolt. 

“The southern Chinese are 
extremely individualistic and 
independent of thought. Some 
of them just can’t accept the 
new way of. life."’ 

She quotes a saying which 
summarizes this . indepen- 
dance. Roughly translated it 
is: 

“The Heaven is High — the 
King is Far.” 

It is this freedom of thought 
that impels people like Pui 
Him to risk death and worse 
in order to recover a way of 
life that’s lost to his own 
country.

She Paints 
With Kelp 


HALIFAX (CP) — Talent, 
luck and a liking for seaweed 


have become an artistic 
eareer for a former Nova 
Scotian. 


Marjorie Schwartz of Mont- 
real uses a scallop rig and 
deep-sea divers to bring up 
kelp, the seaweed’ growing 
just off Nova Scotia's shore- 
line. With a talent for design, 
she transforms it into de- 
signer plaques and panels to 
trim office and domestic walls. 

Miss Schwartz calls her 
designing with kelp “‘Hobby,” 
but the hobby has become 
time-consuming, and won her 
@n exhibition at the Atlantic 
provinces’ Pavilion at Expo 
67; Miss-~Schwartz puts the 
dried and colored kelp on 
glass-fibre panels. 

After searching throughout 
the summer for kelp, she 


takes it back to Montreal, 
where she. makes the panels 
in the winter months. 

With a combination of sun- 
light exposure and sea water, 
she changes the kelp from 
dull black and dark green to 
bright warm hues of orange, 
yellow and red. 

Then a piece of plywood, 
the same size and. shape as | 
the _ final —glass —panel, — is 
printed with the design. | 

The glass panel is placed 
over the plywood, and melted 


glass-panel. While this fibre is 
still soft, the kelp is manipu- 
lated, following the design on 
the plywood beneath the glass. 

Her first attempt at work- 
ing with kelp saw her making 
up framed designs. 

But she found the drying 
plant hard to manage. . 

Soon a chance, she called a 
chemical institute in ‘Mont- 
real, and asked if any formula 
was available for keeping the 
plant pliable enough to 
manipulate.

—PARIS (AP) — First it was 
the students, Now Roman Cath- 
olic priests of France are 
demanding a voice in running 
their own institutions, plus the 
eventual right to get married. 
The aspirations of the priest 
movement are explained in a 
petition, or collective letter as 
they call it. .The letter is 
addressed to the Roman Cath- 
olic hierarchy in France. 

More than 150 priests, mostly 
the young, have signed the 
letter, including some well- 
known and experienced clergy- 
men. 

The letter was the second 
affirmation within five days of 
the old saying that the “‘Cath- 
olic Church in France is French 
first and Catholic second.” 

The first sign was the recent 
advice” of the Assembly of 
Bishops to married couples. not 
to follow the Pope's _ birth 
control rules to the letter, but 
rather to choose the least “bad 
thing’ among conflicting duties. 

Aside from getting married — 
maybe someday — the petition- 
ing priests want to have regular 
salaried outside jobs, which 
they say would make them re- 
sponsible for their own support.

Ideally, the ani- 
mal designed for this long, 
‘deep sleep should be well fed 
until 48 hours beforehand. 
Allow two days without food 
so there will be no indigested 
food remaining in his stomach 
or intestine to cause serious 
trouble.

THE PUMP HOUSE GANG,

It is unlikely that a collec- 
tion of essays by Tom Wolfe 
could create such a sensation 
as his first book, The Kandy- 
Colored, Tangerine-F lake, 
Streamline Baby. In The 
Pump House Gang he has 
collected 15 of his studies of 
variousys 0c ial phenomena. 
The “:quality, admittedly, is 
patchy but the total effect is 
extremely impressive. 

The title essay is.a study of 
a California. surfing set and 
revolves around the question 
of status as do several of the 
other essays. In this social 
milieu only those under 25,are 
socially acceptable. Some of 
the clubs even refuse admis- 
sion to over-25s vend demand 
identification at the door, 
Wolfe describes a situation 
where a girl is refused 
admission : 

“Nothing in the world is 
going to make a woman look 
stupider than to stand around 
trying to argue, ‘I’m younger 
than I look, I’m younger than I 
Jook!? So she ~ practically 
shrivels up like. a Peruvian 
shrunken head in front of her 
boyfriend and he trundies her 
off, looking for some place 
you can get-an old doll like 
this into.” 


Lacks Focus 


But the essay as a whole 
Sacks focus and like many “of 
the others in the book is too 
impressionistic to be very 
much: more than entertaining 
journalism. z 

Three of the essays, ‘The 
Life and Hard Times of a 
London Society Girl,”’ “The 
Noonday / Underground,” and 
“The Private Game” are set 
in contemporary London. 
Oddity enough Wolfe seems, in 
some respects, more at home 
in describing this scene than 
his native North American 
one. 

He catches some of the 
social nuances of the English 
class system a good deal 
more closely than most con- 
temporary English writers 
and has a nearly infallible ear 
in perceiving the subtle put- 
down implied by certain 
accents and speech patterns. 

Contemporary English 
writers have needed to present 


these vior patterns in 
situatiotig# where there is 
extreme disparity in class 


background, but Wolfe ex- 
plores the much more inter- 
esting area .where slight 
gradations of social status are 
betrayed by the merest word 
or gesture. 

The three essays on }the 
modern British scene ‘are 
however marred by an alnmtost 
unconsciously puritanical tone. 
Tom Wolfe, like many other 
Americans seems to see Lon- 
don as basically degenerate. 

The stance that emerges is 
not that of the, traditional 
puritan who declares that 
pleasure is Satanic but its 
modern counterpart, that of 
the puritanical swinger who 
implies rather languidly that 
the whole thing is really 
rather boring and vacuous. 
The essays might come over 
more strongly if this stance 
consciously but

The two longer essays of 
the collection are superb. 
Their focus is sharp and the 
writer’s observations are 
made with a force that is 
lacking in some other parts of 
the book, The first, ‘King of 
the Status Dropouts” is a long 
description of Hugh Hefner's 
life im his 48-room Chicago 
house. Hefner, it seems, lives 
like a modern parody of a 
recluse, almost never stepping 
outside his own front door, 
nursed by a vast battery of 
electronic devices.

Right?” giwes us not only a 
very clear sense of McLuhan 
as an individual but articu- 
lates the half-recognized 
anxiety that one tends to feel 
about some, of McLyhan’s 
prophesies about our enyiron- 
ment. He catches 
perfectly the Delphic 
McLuhan’s prono 
He tells how, in/ari attempt to 
place him if-an alien environ- 
ment, Wolfe and his friends 
took McLuhan to a topless, 
and very nearly bottomless, 
restaurant in San Francisco. 

As it turned out, only 
McLuhan remained entirely 
cool about the situation: 

“Inside of thirty seconds 
McLuhan had _ simply ab- 
sorbed the whole scene into 
. . . the theory, He tucked his 
chin down. 

“ ‘Well!’ he 
interesting !"’ 

“ ‘What's interesting, Mar- 
shall?’ 

“*They’re wearing us.’ He 
sald it with a slight shrug as 
it nothing could be more 
obvious.’ 

“Tt don’t get it, Marshall!’ 

“We are their clothes,’ he 
said, ‘We become their en- 
vironment. We become exten- 
sions of their skin, They’re 
wearing us’.”’ 

One ofthe most interesting 
aspects of this essay is the 
comparison made between Mc- 
Luhan and Freud. Both found 
that their theories met only 
with ridicule at the outset. 

Both derive much of, their 
theoretical material from 
literature, Freud using both 
literary terminology and 
examples, and McLuhan be- 
ginning his teaching career, 
“in one of the most exquis- 
itely squalid hells known to 
middle-class man: freshman 
English at- a Midwestern 
university.”’ 

Wolfe suspects that just as 
Freud developed his generali- 
zations about the . nuclear 
family partly from his own 
family situation, so McLathan 
has developed his theories 
based on the pervuasiveness of 
communications media from 
his own teen-age children 
constantly disturbing his study 
with the blaring of radio, 
television, records and the 
telephone. 

Although the formation of 
the theories of both may well 
have evolved fram such arbi- 
trary influences both are 
highly disturbing as prophets 
of their age. Just as Freud 
“savaged and very nearly 
exterminated traditional 
Philosophy,” McLuhan “has 
been the savager of the 
literary intellectuals. He has 
made the most infuriating 
announcement of all: You are 
irrelevant."

Just Suppose 


Whether or not one counts 
oneself in the category of 
those being savaged, like Tom 
Wolfe, we all have the recur- 
ring anxiety, “What if he is 
right?” 

Each essay in this collection 
has as a frontispiece a 
drawing by the author. Some 
of these are as pertinent to 
the subject matter as the 
essays. themselves. One of the 
cruelest is a drawing of Hugh 
Hefner lying in a foetal 
positim on his enormous 
circular bed, clutching a 
Pepsi bottle, and obscenely 
plugged in to dozens of 
electronic devices. 

It would be rash to compare 
Tom Wolfe to the great 
graphic or literary satirists, 
but it will be interesting to
